IRISH EVANGELICAL SOCIETY. 
The native preachers of the above So- 
ciely are promoting its important objects 
with unwearied devotedness, aud very en 
couraging success. ‘Phe following account 
of One Weeks Lubour is taken from their 
journals, and may be regarded as a fair 
specimen of their regular and habitual 
course. 

» June 23.—Travelled fifteen miles this 
day, and preached the word in seven dif 
ferent places ; the average number of at- 
tendants at each piace was from sixteen 
to twenty, all Roman Catholies, and very 
seriously attentive.

Ballinscole, 
and Kiileragh. In these places 1 found 
the Roman Catholies greaily delighted to 
hear the word of Ife. About fifteen or 
sixteen hearers in each place, excepting at 
Cappaghmore, were there were upwards 
of forty ; L was delighted with the num- 
ber, and the nature of the questions they 
proposed to me, as showing a most inquir- 
ing and earnest desire to become acquaint- 
ed with the Seriptures of salvation. 

30th—I read and expounded the word 
in Kruekmore, Gathabawn, Weaversiown. 
Puriawhaddah, Lumeloon, and Derry 
more; fromtwenty to tweaty-four hear 
ers in each place I wentto the labour 
ing men in the fields, and conversed on the 
Scriptures. ‘They appeared thankful for 
what they had beard, andafter quiting 
their days labour, they flocked to the house 
which had been opened for me, to hear 
the word more fully explained ; and so 
eager was their altention they appeared 
io swallow every sentence that was ulier- 
ed May the word spoken prove as bread 
cast upon the waters, and be found by the 
hearers, to the glory of God, and the sal- 
vation of their souls!” 

* At Ballymoat, the Court house, which 
will accommodate 800 people, was exces- 
sively crowded, aud the keeper of the 
house informed us that some hundreds 
went away for want of room. Remarka 
ble attention was excited by the word, so 
mueh so, that although Brother Jordan 
had continued his sermon to an bour and 
iwenty-mivutes, they wished to hear more 
about Jesus Christ, and requested Broth 
er Murray to preach afier him, which was 
compiied with ; and the Roman Cacholie- 
who atiended here proposed that a collec- 
tion should be made, for the furitherauce 
of our object, saying, * such men should be 
encouraged,’—a sentiment im which the 
committee doubt not the religious public 
will increasingly unite.”

In the course of my religious visits, both 
on beard of ships, and at the dwelling hous- 
es ot mariners, officers, and those who 
work along shore, | have met with many 
pleasing and encouraging events. The at- 
tention and sensibility to religious things 
which have been manit«sted by many and 
their earnest inquiries in regard to gospel 
truth, and the way of life and salvation, can- 
not fail if properly directed, to terminate, 
through the Divine blessing in the happi- 
est results Frequently, atter a conversa- 
tion with them on the subject of religion, 
the state of their minds, and the importance 
ot being prepared for another world; about 
which they appeared to have much anxiety 
—they have asked my prayers before we 
parted, and seemed to join in them with 
great solemnity and solicitude. Perhaps 
in no circumstances have the visits of your 
Missionary been more grateful than at the 
bed-side of sickness and sorrow ; it has in- 
deed been a pleasing employment to ad- 
minister religious instruction to the sick 
and dying, and to direct them in the last 
efforts of expiring nature, to the only Sa- 
viour of lost sinners, for consolation. To 
witness that “ their last faultering accents 
whispered praise,” carried with it its own 
reward, 

Some of my visits on ship-board have 
been very gratifying. I called one day on 
a pious captain, and found him directing 
letters to his brother commanders, inviting 
them tocallon him; and shortly after I] 
bad the happiness ef seeing a number of 
captains on board his ship, mutually con- 
sulting on the subject of the Mariners’ 
cause, and encouraging each other to pros 
mote its success. The distribution of 
Tracts has contin:ed to be a pleasing and 
useful service, ‘Tracts have been sought 
with much avidity, especially for the use 
of mariners at sea; they have been read 
with great satisfaction, as the seamen them- 
selves have informed me, and I trust they 
have been read with advantage. ‘There is 
also an increasing demand for Bibles ; and 
as the DevorionaL Assistant becomes 
known, the:e is a demand for that likewise, 
and in all cases where Bibles could be ob- 
tained, and circumstances appeared to re- 
quire it, Mariners have been supplied, 
The seamen’s Lecture and P:ayer Meet- 
ing, hele under the church regularly every 
Wednesday evening, has continued to be 
attended by Mariners and their families 
with much interest, und { hope with much 
benefit. For the last fuow months the nume 
ber of those who have attended, has been 
considerably increased, and it has not un- 
trequenuly been the case, that so many pt- 
ous prayin salots Were present, that all 
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could not have an opportunity to make ad- 
dresses or prayers. I cannnot omit men- 
tioning the yvood order and truly Christian 
deportment manifested by the matiners 
wio have attended this meeting, while in 
the lecture rooin; always attentive, always 
perfectly decorus, they have never exhibit- 
ed any thing reprehensible in their beha- 
viour, Guring divine worship, and scaicely 
ever has any one left the meeting until the 
exercises were closed.

POST OFFICE ROBBERY. 

The Post-Master Geners! having re- 
ceived numerous complain — of frequent 
robberies of the mail to the utward of 
Richmond, and having strong suspicions 
that the robberies were committed at the 
Post-office at Newbern, Montgomery coun- 
ty. Va. kept by one Wolkford, sent on an 
agent to deteet the villain. The agent 
put $20. in small N. C, notes. in a letter 
mailed at Abingdon, addressed to a person 
in Richmond, He then repaired to New- 
bern and sent a countryman to the Post- 
office to inquire for a fetter, and there be- 
ing none for him, the countryman request- 
ed the Post-master to give him two fives 
for a ten dollar note, as be found it difli- 
cult to get ehange on the road. This was 
done,and on examination of the notes, they 
were found to be the very ones inclosed in 
the letter ‘Phe agent went immediately 
to the office, and demanded of Wolkyrord 
the other ten dollars, which he denied 
having. The agent then demanded 
his keys, and on searching the oflice the 
other notes were found. W_ then eonfess- 
ed his guilt. and was committed to prison.

W’s office had been broken open, and a 
considerable number of notes were found 
in bis possession. 
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
